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REPORT ONE AMERICAN WOMAN 
KILLED IN IHE BOMBING OF ADOWA; 
OFFICIAL CONFIRMATION IS LACKING 


Frawley Awarded Damages

All Casualties, According to Dispatches, Were Women and 
Children — Two Women Killed When

ADDIS A B A B A , Oct. 5— (IN S )— O ne American wom- 
today was reported to have been killed in the bombing of 
Adowa. Official confirmation was lacking. 
All the casualties at Adowa, according to dispatches re­ 
ceived here, were women and children. 
I wo white women, it was said, one of whom was an 
American, were killed when a bomb struck a hospital. 
( Tie white woman was seriously wounded and is now en 
route to Addis Ababa. 
I he American Legation at Addis Ababa knows of no 
.American in that area, but the possibility was suggested that 
she might have entered from Italian territory. 
It was reliably learned here that the casualties at A dow a 
include 40 women and 32 children, although it was not stated 
how many of these were killed. 
The Red (Toss I lospital, which the Em peror declared was 
bombed, is situated between Adowa and Makale, it is now 
stated. 
It was unofficially reported that two European, or pos­ 
sibly American missionaries were killed and another mission­ 
ary wounded.
